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School boards urged to be patient 


Finance Minister Graham 
Steele said school boards 
will have to wait until this 
spring’s budget for con¬ 
crete funding figures. 

Steele was responding 
Thursday to concerns 
raised by Strait Regional 
School Board Supt. Jack 
Beaton. 

Beaton said his board 
needs to know how much 
funding it will be receiving 
if the province is asking to 
incorporate budget cuts in 
the coming fiscal year. 


Beaton said the board 
has gone through with the 
province’s request to come 
up with hypothetical fund¬ 
ing cuts of 22 per cent over 
three years. 

But Beaton said the 
board was growing con¬ 
cerned the Department of 
Education had yet to deliver 
an actual figure. Beaton al¬ 
so said he’s brought those 
concerns forward to the 
deputy minister of educa¬ 
tion, but has yet to be given 
an indication as to when a 


decision will be made. 

“We understand as well 
as they do what the 
timetable is,” Steele said, re¬ 
ferring also to the school 
boards. “There’s lots to dis¬ 
cuss and it is simply too ear¬ 
ly to be announcing 
budgetary figures from a 
budget that’s not going to 
be delivered for another 
three months or so.” 

A spokesman for the De¬ 
partment of Education said 
school boards are typically 
given funding information 


on an embargoed basis 
about a week in advance of 
the budget. 

“We’re going to do our 
very best to see what kind 
of direction we can give the 
boards in as timely a fash¬ 
ion as possible,” said Peter 
McLaughlin. 

Irvine Carveiy, chair of 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board, couldn’t be reached 
for comment.

Premier Darrell Dexter says 
the tally for storm damage 
in the province in recent 
months stands at $13 mil¬ 
lion and counting. 

Dexter said Thursday his 
government will ask Ot¬ 
tawa for federal aid to help 
cover the costs. He said 
damage from heavy rainfall 
and flooding in November 
in southwestern Nova Sco¬ 
tia is estimated at $5.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

About 200 millimetres of 
rain fell in some places 
from Nov. 4 to 10. 

The initial estimate in¬ 
cludes costs to repair dam¬ 
ages to provincial and 
municipal infrastructure, 
including bridges and 
roads, and uninsurable 
damages to private proper¬ 
ty.

Nova Scotia’s government 
is accusing Alberta of stand¬ 
ing in the way of 
expanding the Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan, saying the west¬ 
ern province is opposed to 
change because it is locked 
in by ideology. 

Graham Steele, Nova 
Scotia’s finance minister, 
was responding to 
comments made Wednes¬ 
day by Canada’s new junior 
finance minister, Ted Men- 
zies, who said any move to 
help people save for retire¬ 
ment by enhancing the 
public pension plan is a 
long way off. 

Steele said the Harper 
government is needlessly 
holding up the proposed 
expansion by insisting it 
must secure unanimous ap¬ 
proval from the provinces.

Ottawa’s stand has given 
Alberta an effective veto, 
he said.

John Edwards not named in wife 


The will Elizabeth Edwards 
signed days before her 
death last month made no 
mention of her estranged 
husband and two-time pres¬ 
idential candidate John Ed¬ 
wards. 

The document Elizabeth 
Edwards signed Dec. 1, six 
days before her death, also 
named her eldest child, 
lawyer Cate Edwards, as the 
executor of her estate. 

In the will, filed in Or¬ 
ange County Superior Court 
in North Carolina, Edwards 
left personal effects, furni¬ 
ture, automobiles and other 
property to be divided 
among her children — 
Cate, 12-year-old Emma 
Claire and 10-year-old Jack. 

Other documents valued 


Elizabeth Edwards’ estate at 
$496,000 US in cash, securi¬ 
ties, household furnishings, 
vehicles and ownership in 
businesses. She also owned 
real estate worth an addi¬ 
tional $1 million, and she 
controlled a trust that may 
hold more assets that do 
not have to be disclosed in 
court. 

A death certificate said 
she died from the incurable 
breast cancer that returned 
in 2007 as John Edwards 
campaigned for the presi¬ 
dency. 

The cancer was first diag¬ 
nosed in 2004, a day after 
the Democratic ticket that 
included John Edwards as 
the vice-presidential candi¬ 
date lost to George W. Bush. 



The Edwardses had sev¬ 
eral tumultuous years lead¬ 
ing up to her death, 
struggling through his ad¬ 
mission of an affair and 
eventual acknowledgment 
that he’d fathered a child 
with his mistress in the 
middle of his 2008 presi¬ 
dential campaign. 

Elizabeth Edwards said 
she worked for two years 
tiying to reinvent her role 
as a spouse before making 
the difficult decision to sep¬ 
arate from him.

If a ciying woman’s red 
nose isn’t a big enough 
turnoff to a man, a surpris¬ 
ing experiment found an¬ 
other reason: Tears of 
sadness may temporarily 
lower his testosterone lev¬ 
el. 

Those tears send a 
chemical signal as the 
man gets close enough to 
sniff them — even though 
there’s no discernible 
odour, say researchers 
from Israel’s Weizmann 
Institute of Science. 

It’s the first such signal 
to be found in tears, and 
it’s probably not unique to 
women. Theirs just were 
the first to be studied. 

“It’s hard to get men to 
volunteer to cry” in a lab, 


noted Weizmann neurobi¬ 
ologist Noam Sobel, senior 
author of the study 
appearing in Friday’s edi¬ 
tion of the journal 
Science. 

Emotional tears are 
chemically different from 
the reflex tears that form 
when you get dust in your 
eye. But biologists have 
long puzzled over the true 
function of emotional 


tears: Are they merely 
cathartic, or do they have 
some other physiological 
role? 

“We have never looked 
at tears in this way 
before,” said Dr. Esen 
Alcpelc of Johns Hopkins 
University’s Wilmer Eye 
Institute, who wasn’t 
involved with the new 
study. “This is really inter¬ 
esting.”

Season stars Cage and 
ever-cool B-movie savior 
Ron Perlman (Hellboy) as 
jaded wandering knights 
fallen from grace with the 
church, who are nonethe¬ 
less conscripted by a 
plague ridden cardinal 


(Christopher Lee) to trans¬ 
port a suspected witch 
(Claire Foy) to a monasteiy 
for an exorcism. Seems this 
waif has been thought by 
the clergy to be a sort of Sa¬ 
tanic patient zero who 
brings pestilence to all she 
passes. Along the way, 
weird things begin to hap¬ 
pen, Cage overacts and 
rages with his usual 
aplomb, demon wolves eat 
people and the future of 
mankind hangs in the bal¬ 
ance.

O Network’s new drama Shameless is about a family 
with real struggles, based on British series State of Play 



The new Showtime drama 
Shameless overflows with 
its boozy, heedless father 
and the six unshakable 
kids who care for him and 
one another. 

William H. Macy (Fargo, 
Door to Door) plays the 
shiftless grifter dad. As 
Frank, he is abrasive, self- 
absorbed, manipulative 
and delusional. 

“I’m the father, teacher, 
mentor, captain of our lit¬ 
tle ship,” Frank rants to 
the family in an early 
scene, reminding them of 
what he deems “the most 
important thing in this 
life: partying.” 

In more ways than one, 
Frank is blind drunk. 

But the family sticks to¬ 
gether and gets by with 
pluck, defiance and no 
apologies — that is, no 
shame. Not even shame 
from the children for their 
father, whom they often 
have to step across, passed 


out on the floor. 

“It’s not like they for¬ 
give him for his behav¬ 
iour,” says Emmy Rossum, 
who plays Fiona, the oldest 
of the brood. “They just 
hope that, one day, he will 
get better.” 

In the absence of a real 
mother, Fiona is the fami¬ 
ly’s surrogate mom. Think: 
Wendy, if Neverland were a 
tumble-down row house in 
blue-collar Chicago, with 
Peter Pan relying on alco¬ 
hol and chemicals to fly. 

Shameless, which pre¬ 
mieres Sunday at 10 p.m. 
EST, is based on the 
British series of the same 
name created by Paul Ab¬ 
bott (State of Play). It’s a 
potent cocktail — outra¬ 
geous, heartbreaking and 
heartbrealcingly funny. 

It may also be the first 
TV series whose opening 
title sequence focuses, un¬ 
flinching, on the house¬ 
hold’s highly trafficked 


bathroom. 

“It’s easier to identify 
with a family that has real 
struggles, be it financial or 
emotional or whatever, 
than a show that glamour¬ 
izes what life is like in this 
country right now,” 
Rossum says. “A lot of 
shows on TV are escapist in 
that way, but I think ours is 
definitely different and 
grittier, with the humour 
coming out of real situa¬ 
tions. I think that’s what 
will be relatable to people.” 

The diverse offspring 
(do any of these siblings 
share the same mother?) 
range from a dark-skinned 
toddler to the 20-ish Fiona, 
played by Rossum with 
poignancy and fire. 

She has won high praise 
from her co-star who plays 
the series' pickled patri¬ 
arch. “Really, the heart 
and soul of the thing is 
Emmy Rossum,” Macy

O Meatless cuisine had a bad rap as lacking, until this Mediterranean meal came along 


Vegan food has a bad repu¬ 
tation among meat eaters. 

It’s typically portrayed 
as bland or somehow lack¬ 
ing bold flavours. 

However, this stew is 
anything but. It is flavour¬ 
ful and colourful. 

Preparation: 

I ln a large saucepan over 
medium, heat the olive 
oil. Add the garlic, shal¬ 
lots and onions and 
saute until soft and 
translucent, about 6 to 7 
minutes. 

2 Add tomatoes, broth, 
rosemary and barley, 
bring to a simmer. Cover 
and continue to cook 
until barley is tender, 
about 50 minutes, stir¬ 
ring occasionally to pre¬ 
vent sticking. 

3 Stir in the roasted red 
peppers, baby spinach, 
olives and water. Cook 
until the spinach is wilt¬ 


ed, about 2 minutes. 
Season with salt and 
black pepper.

Veganism goes mainstream 



You’ve come a long way, ve¬ 
gan. 

Once mocked as a fringe 
diet for sandal-wearing 
health food store workers, 
veganism is moving from 


marginal to mainstream. 

The vegan Skinny Bitch 
diet books are bestsellers, 
vegan staples, such as tem- 
peh and tofu, can be pur¬ 
chased at any supermarket,

and some chain restaurants 
eagerly promote their 
plant-only menu items. 

Today’s vegans are ur¬ 
ban hipsters, suburban 
moms, college students 


and even athletes. 

“It’s definitely more di¬ 
verse. It’s not what you 
would picture 20 years ago, 
which is kind of hippie, 
crunchy,” said Isa Chandra 
Moslcowitz, author of veg¬ 
an cookbooks like the new 
Appetite for Reduction. 

She says it’s easier being 
a vegan now because there 
is more local produce. 

Veganism is essentially 
hard-core vegetarianism. 
While a vegetarian might 
butter her bagel or eat a 
cake made with eggs, veg¬ 
ans shun all animal prod¬ 
ucts: No meat, no cheese, 
no eggs, no honey, no may¬ 


onnaise. 

In a 2009 survey, advo¬ 
cates at the not-for-profit 
Vegetarian Resource Group 
reported about one per 
cent of Americans are veg¬ 
an, roughly a third of those 
who are vegetarians. 

Actress Alicia Silverstone 
added a dose of star power 
to the vegan cause recently 
with The Kind Diet, a No. 1 
bestseller. 

Meanwhile, Bill Clinton, 
known for his burger-lov¬ 
ing ways, has credited his 
trim build at his daughter 
Chelsea’s wedding this 
summer to a “plant-based

Russell said Piche is a 
“good, solid goaltender.” 

The Mooseheads made 
minor adjustments on de¬ 
fence, sending 17-year-old 
Jamie Bishop to Rimouski 
and acquiring 18-year-old 
Anthony Goulet from Vic- 
toriaville in separate 
draft-pick swaps. 

Bishop wasn’t happy 
with his role in Halifax 
and Goulet, a “solid de¬ 
fensive defenceman,” 
helps shore up their 
depth. 

Overall, the Moose¬ 
heads didn’t sacrifice 
many assets and have 15 
picks in the top five 
rounds of the 2011 and 
2012 drafts. 

“Our young guys are 
scoring lots of goals right 
now and while you can’t 
count on 17-year-olds to 
win championships for 
you, the future does look 
very good,” Russell said.

Cam Russell waited until 
the last possible hour, but 
the Halifax Mooseheads 
general manager finished 
the QMJHL trade period 
with a flurry of activity. 

After spending the bet¬ 
ter part of three weeks 
draining his cellphone 
battery to no avail, Rus¬ 
sell pulled off three final- 
hour trades on Thursday 
to set the Mooseheads up 
for the stretch run. 

“It’s been a busy trade 
period overall,” Russell 
said afterward. “There are 
a lot of conversations that 
take place and usually 
that’s followed up by a lot 
of panic at the end.” 

The biggest move saw 
19-year-old goaltender 
Mathieu Corbeil dealt to 
the first-place and nation¬ 
ally top-ranked Saint John 
Sea Dogs for another 19- 
year-old stopper, Frederic 
Piche, and a 2012 third- 
round pick. 

Corbeil had appeared 
in 99 games with the 
Mooseheads over three 
seasons but was inconsis-

tent. The Columbus Blue 
Jackets’ fourth-rounder 
has some of the league’s 
worst stats, with a 7-15-0-

Piche’s stats (14-2, 2.56, 
.910) are noticeably bet¬ 
ter, albeit with a better 
team.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
entered the trade period 
seeking veteran scoring 
punch and exited it 
disgusted at the asking 
price. 

The Mooseheads made 
four moves during the 
trade period but will fin¬ 
ish the season with the 
same forward corps as 
they started it with, 
minus 18-year-old Alex 
Lemieux. 

“It’s ridiculous what 
some of the teams are 
asking for right now,” 
said Mooseheads general 
manager Cam Russell. 

Russell said many of 
his colleagues “couldn’t 
fathom” the high price 
tag for proven talent in 
trades for Philip-Michael 
Devos, Pier-Antoine Dion 
and Alexandre 
Beauregard. 

The Mooseheads’ top 
2011 draft pick — 
currently slotted at 
fourth overall — was Rus¬ 
sell’s most sought after 
asset. 

“If it’s going to cost us 
a first-round pick to 
acquire a Dion, we’re not 
about to (do that),” 

Russell said. 

The Mooseheads will 
look to upgrade their top¬ 
line talent at the draft in 
June, when teams with a 
surplus of 2010-11 19- 
year-olds need to clear 
over-age room for 2011- 
12. 

“We’ll build our team 
through the draft and 
tweak it with the 
occasional trade, but 
we’re not going to set 
ourselves back by trading 
our youth or trading our 
first-round picks,” Russell 
said.

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Packer defence 
focused on Vick 

O Woodson, Matthews to be aggressive against dynamic 
Offence O Eagles’ QB looks to continue resurgent season 


With his arm, his feet or his 
creativity, Michael Vick has 
embarrassed defenders all 
season. Unless they can lim¬ 
it Vick and his big-play 
teammates, Sunday could 
be a long day for Charles 
Woodson, Clay Matthews 
and the Green Bay Packers. 

Vick wasn’t the starter in 
the Eagles’ season-opening 
27-20 loss to Green Bay. 

But the Packers knocked 
out Kevin Kolb with a con¬ 
cussion, Vick came on and 
played well in the second 
half. 

Except for injuries, Vick 
has been the starter since 
— and more spectacular 
than ever. 

So Woodson, last sea¬ 
son’s AP Defensive Player of 
the Year, and Matthews, 
one of the favourites for 
this season’s award, are 
squarely in the spotlight for 
the game that caps the wild 
card weekend. 

“We know what we’re 
up against,” Woodson said. 
“We know the dynamic 
that Vick is, so he’s a very 
big part of what they’re do¬ 
ing right now, and he 
makes a lot of big plays 
with his feet. We’ve got to 
make sure we stay aggres¬ 
sive and make sure we do 


our job on the back end. Ag¬ 
gressiveness, that’s the way 
we like to play.” 

It’s the way Eagles coach 
Andy Reid expects the Pack¬ 
ers to play, particularly cor- 
nerbaclc Woodson and 
linebacker Matthews, who 
Philadelphia’s blockers 
must locate on every play. 

“I’ll tell you what, he’s a 
great player and he has a 
great motor, loves to play 
the game,” Reid said of 
Matthews. “So it’s a great 
challenge for our offensive 
line, the guys blocking him, 
and we’ll come up with a 
couple things for him.” 

Matthews has helped 
the Packers rank fifth in 
overall defence and allow 
240 points; only the Steel- 
ers at 232 yielded fewer. 

Elsewhere on wild card 
weekend, defending Super 
Bowl champion New Or¬ 
leans is at Seattle in the 
opener Saturday, followed 
by an AFC title game re¬ 
match of the New York Jets 
at Indianapolis. The other 
Sunday game is Baltimore 
at Kansas City. 

Off this week are AFC 
top seeds New England and 
Pittsburgh, NFC top seeds 
Atlanta and Chicago.

The Jets seem to have 
misplaced their pass rush. 
That could be decisive 
against that guy who 
throws the ball for Indy. 

Peyton Manning has 
spent nine straight years 
leading the Colts into the 
playoffs, tying an NFL 
record. 

Still, this is one of the 
most inconsistent teams 
Manning has led, 
although Indy won four 
straight to capture the AFC 
South, doing so with sev¬ 
eral key players sidelined. 

New Orleans (11-5) at 
Seattle (7-9) 

The Saints are downplay¬ 
ing any talk of a mismatch 
going into Seattle. 

“We’ve got to play our 
best football, especially 
when you get into the 
post-season, and certainly 
we appreciate and respect 
any team we’re playing," 
coach Sean Payton said. 

Seattle might focus 
more than ever on 
shutting down the passing 
game because the Saints 
lost running backs Pierre 
Thomas and rookie Chris 
Ivory to injury.
